The Land Clearance Author- 
ity does not want to ruffle the 
feelings of patriotic organiza- 
tions which sponsored this 
memorial to the capture of 
Camp Jackson in the Civil 
War.

Capt. Lyon, who later became 
a general, led the home guard 
ferce which marched out to 
Lindell Grove on May 10, 1861, 
and overpowered a detachment 
of state militia before Confed- 
erate sympathizers could seize 
the St. Louis arsenal. He was 
credited thereby with saving 
Missouri for the Union. 

The engagement at Camp 
Jackson was a bitter affair, 
and bitter was the battle of 
words fought on the same 
ground years later when the 
statue of Lyon and an aid was 
unveiled. The sculpture was 
the work of Ehrhardt Siebert, 
local artist. 

Siebert misspelled the gen- 
eral’s first name, whic 
appeared on the bronze tablet 
as “Nathanial” and had to be 
corrected. Art critics said that 
this was far from being his 
only mistake. One result of the 
furor over the memorial was 
reactivation of the Municipal 
Art Commission to try to pre-

Restrictions Still Exist. 

The new limited convertibil- 
ity has only an indirect effect 
on residents of the 10 coun- 
tries.

But 
most can purchase foreign cur- 
rencies from private traders at 
a rate slightly above the offi- 
cial.

Then, if the Gol- 
den Sixties achieve their poetic 
prosperity, Wall Street will 
capitalize accordingly.

But all four will 
include a refusal to accept any 
ultimatum from the Soviet 
Union about the exercise of the 
rights of the United States, 
Britain and France in West 
Berlin. 

The western powers also will 
reject any negotiation with the 
Soviet Union under duress of 
threats. But they will point 
out that although the Soviet 
Union cannot present an ulti-

An Aid to Widows

Free the Bridges 


The Missouri Legislature holds the key to 
freeing the St. Louis area of its $6,000,000-a- 
year burden in bridge tolls. It is an unneces- 
sary burden that has been carried far too 
long for the economic health of this great 
metropolitan community. A plan eliminating 
this tax on movement could be worked out 
speedily, given aggressive leadership by the 
city-county delegation to the General Assem- 
bly plus support of the district’s civic, busi- 
ness and governmental officials. 

St. Louis’s MacArthur bridge, now paying 
for itself once every six years, ought to be 
the first target. It is debt free. Tolls could 
be taken off tomorrow and the span restored 
to its original status as a free bridge if the 
Board of Aldermen saw fit to do so. But 
this is hardly likely so long as the city’s finan- 
cial condition remains as precarious as it has 
been the last three years. The $1,000,000 in 
nickels and dimes that the bridge pours into 
the city treasury each year first will have to 
be replaced from some other source. 

The obvious source is the earnings tax. 
If the Legislature would approve the enabling 
bill that the City Administration is backing— 
and if St. Louisans then vote the tax—the 
MacArthur bridge should be made free. 


As the earnings tax bill is the key to free- 
ing the MacArthur bridge, so the Bi-State bill 
is the key to freeing Eads and the other 
bridges. If the Missouri Legislature would 
give the Bi-State Development Agency the 
same authority that the Illinois Assembly 
granted it several years ago, the agency then 
would be in position to negotiate the purchase 
of Eads bridge, or at least its upper roadway. 

Eads bridge is providing the Terminal Rail- 
road with a clear profit of $800,000 annually. 
In Bi-State’s hands, the bridge could be made 
to pay for itself, perhaps within 10 years or 
less, depending upon the purchase price. 
Then, like the Clark bridge at Alton, it could 
be turned over to the Missouri and Illinois 
Highway Departments for maintenance and 
the toll stations taken down. 

Purchase of Eads bridge by Bi-State would 
give the agency a powerful lever for acquir- 
ing the Veterans bridge from East St. Louis. 
It is questionable whether the Veterans bridge 
could continue to pay off its bond-holders, 
much less provide anything for the East St. 
Louis city treasury, in the face of a free Eads 
bridge 800 feet downstream. 

Having acquired Eads and the Veterans 
bridges, Bi-State then could see what kind of 
a deal it could negotiate with the City of Ven- 
ice for McKinley bridge and with Madison for 
the Chain of Rocks span. 


As the bridges pay off their debt, they ought 
to be turned over to the Missouri and Illinois 
Highway Departments to operate and main- 
tain toll free. Bi-State should not be per- 
mitted to retain title a minute after the last 
bond has been paid off. If additional legis- 
lation is necessary to assure this result, it 
could be passed as part of the program to 
free the St. Louis area’s bridges. 


One other bridge deserves comment. The 
Jefferson Barracks bridge automatically will 
become toll free in the next two or three 
months provided the Legislature does nat in- 
tervene. In our judgment, the Legislature 
should not intervene. If there is need for 
an additional bridge in the barracks area, the 
Highway Department properly can be given 
the first opportunity to meet the need. If the 
state evades its responsibility, let the county 
build the new bridge but collect tolls: on it 
alone. 


The St. Louis metropolitan district needs 
free bridges, and it can get them if the Mis- 
souri Legislature will permit it to work out 
the problem. If the legislators from St. Louis 
would reflect on the fact that it is mostly 
their constituents who are paying this $6,- 
000,000 annual bridge toll bill, not tourists or 
truckers, they surely would pave the way for 
eliminating an unnecessary burden on the 
people. 


He Ran Against His Party 

It is reported from Washington that the 
drive by some House members to block the 
seating of Dr. Dale Alford, Little Rock segre- 
gationist who defeated Representative Brooks 
Hays in a last-minute effort, appears to be 
slowing down. However, the move to treat 
him as an “independent” and not as a Demo- 
crat seems as strong as ever. The distinction 
is wholly proper. There is no ruling as of 
now that he was illegally carried into office. 
But the evidence is plain that he ran against 
the duly chosen nominee of the Democratic 
party. That is reason enough to deny him 
committee assignment as a Democrat. 


Europe’s ‘New’ Money 

Announcement of a 17.55 per cent devalua- 
tion of the French franc was followed by the 
London announcement that the pound ster- 
ling henceforth will be partially convertible. 
Similar announcements regarding their cur- 
rencies were made at the same time by 
France, West Germany, Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden and The Netherlands. These deci- 
sions knocked cubits off Europe’s trade walls, 
and they are a reflection of the present 
strength of the European economies. This 
must be gratifying to the United States, 
which in the post-war years helped Europe 
get back on its feet. 

International trade will be considerably fa- 
cilitated by the “new” pound since foreigners 
will be able to take their profits out of Britain 
in any money they desire, even in dollars. 
Such convertibility long was denied because 
the various European nations were too short 
of dollars. It means that London has over- 
come some of its fear of that old ogre, the 
dollar gap. 


The British acted in response to the Com- 
mon Market members, especially West Ger- 
many, which has been eager for some time to 
make its mark convertible. But they will gain 
by the decision since it makes it easier to 
sell in the British market and that, in turn, 
makes it easier for the British to sell abroad. 
This counts, too, for the other countries which 
have removed restrictions on their currencies. 

Recent European economie developments 
showed how strong the Common Market could 
be even while it was only a paper agreement. 
As it gets nearer and nearer to its ultimate ob- 
jective of the removal of all trade barriers 
between its members, its influence is bound to 
increase. Europe will become a free market 
greater than the greatest free market the 
world has so far seen, the United States. 
Since reciprocal trade is a fundamental Amer- 
ican policy—extended to cover the early years 
of the Common Market—the United States is 


t 


in good position to deal with it. Britain and 
the other so-called Free Trade Area countries 
also should reach an equitable working agree- 
ment with the Europeans. 

While this involvés difficulties, it is to be 
welcomed. All nations will be better off as 
barriers to free trade are removed. It would 
be folly for non-members to start a trade war 
against the Common Market which was 
brought into being to end trade wars. 


Cheaper, Handier, More Deadly 


One of the last developments of the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year was a bit of dry 
scientific deduction with terrifying possibil- 
ities. In it there is the prospect, to quote an 
Associated Press dispatch, that “the United 
States may have developed a lithium bomb— 
a comparatively cheap method of producing 
a walloping hydrogen explosion.” 

The route to this conclusion begins with 
an I.G.Y. report of a strange aurora in the 
Antarctica, ascribed to lithium in the high 
atmosphere. The inference is that the cause 
could have been nuclear tests in the Pacific 
in the same period. An atomic explosion 
could convert lithium into tritium, which is 
believed to be a component of the hydrogen 
bomb. The usual method of making tritium 
is difficult and costly. 


In the words of the dispatch, the United 
States may now have “a kind of make-it-as- 
you-go method of generating hydrogen explo- 
sions,” and a “cheaper and handier way.” 


When the potential for holocaust becomes 
ever cheaper and handier, does not the need 
for controlling these great nuclear weapons 
become more obvious and urgent? The United 
States has, it appears, given itself and Russia 
and the world a strong new argument for at- 
tempting at least a start on ending the nu- 
clear arms race. 


The start could be made by agreement to 
suspend atomic testing—as both sides in the 
cold war do temporarily when it suits them. 
It would not be necessary to suspend all tests 
—only those of the largest weapons whose 
testing is most easily detectable. It would 
not be necessary to stop testing without safe- 
guards—the same science that produced these 
bombs has agreed that their use could be de- 
tected by international control stations. 

The problem is simply to make a start. The 
development of the means of mass destruc- 
tion has not halted, but the effort to control 
them has hardly begun. 


A Good Idea Spreads 


Senator Javits of New York, and his new 
Republican colleague, Senator-elect Keating, 
have taken a proposal to President Eisen- 
hower that holds out the promise of helping 
the Republican party find out what it really 
stands for. This is a recommendation that all 
segments of the Republican party join in an 
interim meeting to re-examine Republican pol- 
icies in advance of the 1960 convention. 

If the Republicans adopt the Javits-Keating 
proposal, they will doubtless find it a benefit 
much as the Democrats have found their Na- 
tional Advisory Council useful. 

Surely President Eisenhower will lend his 
support to a meeting of all shades of Repub- 
licanism and all factions. Unless he does, he 
may find many Republicans working more 
closely with the Northern Democrats than 
with the Old Guard Republicans. 


Basic to the REA Battle 

REA’s impending struggle for survival in 
the Eighty-sixth Congress is being clouded, 
it seems to us, by extremist attitudes on both 
sides. The Eisenhower Administration, un- 
sympathetic to rural electrification, is ex- 
treme in trying to force REA into the private 
money market. Lack of interest in rural elec- 
trification on the part of the private money 
market was one of the reasons REA was 
created. 

The National Rural Electric Co-operative 
Association and some friends of REA in Con- 
gress are also going to extremes, we think, in 
opposing efforts of the Administration to 
make REA loans pay their cost to the Govern- 
ment. One of the proudest boasts and stout- 
est defenses of REA is that it is self-sustain- 
ing. If the present interest rate to REA co- 
ops should be continued, now that the cost 
of money to the Government has gone up, the 
operation would be subsidized. REA should 
not want that any more than the Treasury 
does. 

The one thing which more than any other 
would revitalize and protect REA now would 
be to take it out of the Department of Agri- 
culture and restore its status as an independ- 
ent agency. It would then be relatively free 
from Administration sniping. It would be 
relieved of the Secretary of Agriculture's 
veto power over all loans above $500,000. 

REA is properly a nonpartisan, business 
operation for public bodies and co-ops, similar 
to other business operations of Government 
in behalf of private enterprises. As such, it 
should be free to operate on the basis, not 
of partisan ideologies, but of sound business 
judgment. 


Old Noah’s Sunlike Eyes 


Prof. Arnold Sosby’s deduction that Noah 
was an albino strikes us as just the sort. of 
tangent a literal-minded person is apt to go off 
on when he tries to interpret a piece of po 
etry. Writing in the British Medical Journal, 
the eye specialist points out that Noah is de- 
scribed in the Book of Enoch as having “a 
body white as snow, hair white as woo! and 
eyes that are like the rays of the sun.” Prof, 
Sosby, being an ¢ye expert and not a poet, 
concludes that “like the rays of the sun” 
means Noah’s eyes were pink. 

When a romantic swain tells his inamorata 
she has eyes like stars, he doesn’t necessarily 
mean they are white with twinkles of red and 
blue. When Alexander Pope wrote, “Then 
flash’'d the living lightning from her eyes,” 
he most certainly didn't mean the kind fol- 
lowed by thunder and rain, though we 
wouldn’t want to bet what Prof. Sosby would 
say if he put that line to close refraction. 

“Like the rays of the sun” is the sort of 
phrase that evokes what the poetry trade 
calls a free image. As opposed to a fixed 
image, which is the same thing to everybody, 
it is one into which everyone may read what-

Treating the Mentally [ll at Home 


British Find It Works Better Than Hospital Care 


From The Des Moines Register 


If all goes well, a major 1100-bed 
British mental hospital will be re- 
duced to 300 beds within about a 
decade. British medical observers 
are beginning to talk about closing 
down some mental hospitals alto- 
gether. 

The source of this optimism is an 
experiment term- 
ed “one of the 
most significant

; oe The purpose of 
Public Opinion the ‘experiment 


was to find ways 
of reducing men- 
tal hospital admissions. 

The experiment began two years 
ago in one of the districts served by 
a central mental hospital. The ap- 
proach in the district was to provide 
psychiatric care in the home com- 
munity, among the patient’s family 
and friends, rather than in the cen- 
tral hospital. 

Psychiatrists visited patients and 
provided treatment in the home, en- 
listing the help of members of the 
family. 

An out-patient service was pro- 
vided, as well as a day hospital and 
treatment center where patients 


could come for short visits for psy- 
chotherapy, shock treatment and oc- 
cupational therapy. 

All of these services were inte- 
grated to provide intensive care for 
the mentally ill in the district. 

The experiment has resulted in a 
striking 60 per cent reduction in 
mental hospital admissions from the 
district. The reduction among cer- 
tain types of cases has been as high 
as.75 per cent. 


Even among the most difficult 
cases—the acutely ill and advanced 
cases—there has been a one-third 
reduction. 


The total approach to treatment in 
the home community has been wel- 
comed by patients, family and psy- 
chiatrists. It has meant less disloca- 
tion for the mentally ill, a greater 
willingness by the family to co 
operate and help and increased un- 
derstanding anc acceptance of men- 
tal illness by residents in the area. 

It's also meant a bigger role for 
the local family physician, who is 
no longer separated from the pa- 
tient, in dealing with mental illness. 

The London Observer reports that 
“those engaged in the service now 
believe that it is the only way to 
practice psychiatry.” 

The patient is seen as an individ- 
ual in his own social bockground, 
and not as a drab anonymous figure 


in a colorless hospital environment. 
The experiment is due to wind up 
formally the end of this month. But 
the results have been so impressive 
other districts already have set up 
similar services. 

Three-fourths of the area served 
by the central mental hospital now 
has treatment in the home commu- 
nity. 

It’s expected that the size of the 
central hospital will be reduced by 
more than 75 per cent within 10 
years of the time 
the seryices are 
provided through- 
out the area. 

The idea of pro- 
| viding treatment 
for the mentally 
fll in the home 
community isn’t 
new. lowa now 
has 10 mental 
health clinics in 
communities, in addition 


local 
to hospital facilities in the larger 
cities. 


But none of the communities pro- 
vides tho fll range of servic’s 
available in the British experiment. 
The striking results achieved by ic 
should give a welcome impetus to 
attempts in Iowa and throughout 
the country to realize the full po- 
tential of local mental health care. 


Tintinnabulation of-the Bells From a National Geographic Society Bulletin 


The making of bells whose tintin- 
nabulations herald such joyous oc- 
easions as Christmas and New Year, 
is one of the most enduring and 
exacting of crafts. 

Curiously, however, there are now 
probably less than 20 foundries en- 
gaged a casting the huge bronze 
bells that peal in towers throughout 
the world. One belongs to a Troy, 
New York, family that has been 
manufacturing bells since Revolu- 
tionary days. A similar family con- 
cern in Sinn, West Germany, has 
turned out bells for 350 years. A 
London foundry, established in 1570, 
may well be.the oldest manufactur- 
ing firm in England, the National 
Geographic Society says. 

The. demand for bells is always 
brisk. It has been especially so since 
World Wart II when thousands of 
bells were melted down for metal 
or shattered’ by bombs. In the 
steepled. City of London only three 
churches remained where bel!- could 
be rung. Nazis melted down an esti- 
mated 150,000 German bells, only 
a fraction of which have been re- 
placed. Italy did not complete the 
restoration of more than 11,000

Big bells 
are always made to order. Each pre- 
sents a particular problem as to 
weight, size, and tones desired. The 
finished product must be perfect to 
be used, for there is no way to mend 
a cracked bell. 

The world’s largest bell has never 
pealed. The 193-ton “Tsar Kolokol” 
was cast in Moscow in 1733 and al- 
lowed to cool off in its earth-covered 
molds for 103 years. Unfortunately 
the Kolokol lost an 11-ton bit of its 
lip before being hung. The broken 
colossus stands in the Kremlin. A 
second Moscow bell, 128 tons, is the 
greatest in actual use. Other historic 
heavyweights hang in Mandalay 
(some 80 tons) and Peking (53 tons). 
An 18-ton bell in the Riverside 
Church, New York, is the largest bell 
ever tuned. 

Much sentiment and superstition 
is attached to great bells. London’s 
famous bells were silenced at the 
onset of World War II, to ring again 
solely in the event of invasion or 
victory. It is said that only one 
other wartime measure, the evacua- 
tion of children from London, had 
a darker effect on British morale.

GOVERNMENT MUST BACK 
SCIENCE, HOUSE UNIT SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP) 
—The House Space Committee 
was told today that the Govern- 
ment, as well as industry and 


philanthropy, must continue to 
support science. 

A report to the committee by 
its staff on the International 
Geophysical Year concluded: 
“The I1.G.Y. illustrated that 
scientific progress can no long- 
‘er be left to individuals work- 
ing alone, but must be support- 
ed by a partnership of govern- 
ment, business enterprise, edu- 
'eational institutions, philan- 
thropic foundations, and the 
masses of the people.” 

The report summarized the 
already published achievements 
of the 66-nation scientific ef- 
fort. 

Politically, it added, -the 
scientific work of 1.G.Y. trans- 
cended boundaries and at times 
even seemed to diminish the 
tensions of the cold war. 
“Where political minds could 
not meet scientific minds did,” 
the committee staff commented.

BEIRUT. Dec. 29 ‘AP)—The 
leader of all Middle East Com- 
munists was reported yester- 
day to have fled Damascus to 
aa an anti-Communist 

ur 
’ Khalid Bakhdash was said to 
have left Syria secretly as soon 
as the purge got under way 
last week after a speech by 
U.A.R. President Nasser at 
Port Said in which he made 
his first attack against Middle 
East Reds. 

Bakhdash's place of refuge 
was not learned. In Beirut. in- 
terior minister Raymond Edde 
denied reports Bakhdash had 
come to Lebanon. 

Since the purge began, two 
street fights have broken out 


in Damascus. Between 20 and 
25 persons were reported in- 
jured Saturday at the Syrian 
University in a clash of Com- 
munists and pro-Nasser stu- 
dents. 

Five students were reported 
injured in an earlier fight set 
off when a Communist girl 
student tore up a picture of 
Iraqi Col. Abdel Salam Aref. 

Arif was one of the two lead- 
ing instigators of Iraq's July 
revolution that overthrew the 
monarchy. He turned strongly 
pro-Nasser and has been jailed 
in Baghdad by Premier Abdel 
Karim Kassem. 

Since Nasser’s anti-Commu- 
nist purge began in Syria the 
Communist newspaper An Noor 
has stopped publishing there. 
Its office has been closed and 
sealed. 

Informed sources said Com- 
munist leaders have been pre- 
paring for two months to go 
underzround. 

Bakhdash only recently re- 
turned to Syria from Commu- 
nist bloc countries in Eastern 
Europe. He fled there last 
February. following the merg- 
ing of Syria and Egypt into 
one couniry. The Communists 


opposed the merger because it 
made political party activities 
illegal. 

Meanwhile, Peter Nikitin, 
Russian deputy director of for- 
eign economic affairs, flew to 
Damascus yesterday to confer 
on details of working out the 
1957 Syrian-Soviet economic 
co-operation agreement.

STRIKE ENDS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
The costliest newspaper strike 
in the city’s history is over. 

Deliverers returned to work 
early today with a new two- 
year contract. It gave them a 
$5.30 wage increase and addi- 
tional benefits. They ratified 
it yesterday by a 4-to-1 margin 
to end the 19-day walkout. 

The strike cost an estimated 
$50,000,000. 

All four morning newspa- 
pers published today. Editions 
began reaching the streets 
four hours after the strike’s 
end. They were the first since 
Dec. 11, when the nine major 
daily newspapers halted opera- 
tions. 

Plants of the five afternoon 
papers also resumed normal 
schedules. 

5,500,000 Copies Daily. 

Hundreds of newsstand deal- 
ers stacked up piles of papers 
for news-hungry buyers, who 
normally purchase 5,500,000 
copies daily. 


The deliverers voted 2091 to | 
537 to accept the new contract. | 


As the result was announced 
last night, a back-to-work call 
went out to the union’s 4400 
members and to 15,000 non- 
striking newspaper employes 
laid off when the plants shut 
down. 

The new contract gave the 
deliverers a $3.55 pay increase 
the first year and $1.75 the 


second. Benefits included Co-* 


lumbus day as a ninth paid 
holiday and three days of sick 
leave annually, to begin in 
1960. Unused sick leave will 
be paid in wages at the new 
scale. 

Bundle Weight Reduced. 

The deliverers also got a re- 
duction from 53 to 50 pounds 
in the weight of their bundles. 

The basic pre-strike wage 
was $103.82 a week. The new 
pact is estimated to be worth 


$7 weekly to the deliverymen. Rey 


The original union demands 


were for a $10 wage package * 


and shorter working hours. 
The union wanted a 35-hour 
work week instead of 40, more 
paid holidays, sick benefits and 
a 13-pound reduction in bundle 
weight. 

The publishers. stuck by 
their $7 offer and offered to 
reduce bundles by three 
pounds. 

After ratification, Sam Feld- 
man, president of the Inde- 
pendent Newspaper and Mail 
Deliverers Union, said: “We 
are now ready to go back to 
work with the best wages and 
working conditions ever had 
by the members of our union.” 

Asked whether he thought 
the strike had been  worth- 
while, Feldman said only that 
he was happy it was over. 

He thanked the public for 
its patience ‘“‘despite the obvi- 
ous inconveniences and losses 
which they have suffered along 
with us through no fault of 
theirs.” 

Publishers’ Statement. 

Barney G. Cameron, presi- 
dent of the Publishers Associa- 
tion of New York City, said 
“the drivers accepted what 
they twice earlier rejected ...” 
He said the rejections came in 
spite of “the advice of their 
officials.” Cameron noted that 
the papers’ editorial employes 
recently accepted a two-year 
contract giving a $4 wage in- 
crease the first year and $3 
the second. 

He said the sick leave “‘is 
in addition to benefits provid- 
ed for some years past under 
a trust fund which makes gen- 
erous payments to drivers who 
are sick or injured.” 

Cameron estimated the cost 
of the strike to the newspaper 
publishing business alone at 
$25.000,000 in revenue.

Time-Wasters 


. NEW YORK, Dec. 29. 
| IN THE LATEST Neilsen ratings, eight of the top 10 
are Westerns, which is as good a reason for distrusting (to 
gay nothing of detesting) ratings as anything I can think 
of. Neilsen's pitiably small sample of viewers are tuned 
to “Gunsmoke,” “Have 
Gun, Will Travel,” “Wag- 
on Train,” “Rifleman,” 
“The Real McCoys,” 
“Wells Fargo,” ‘“Mav- 
erick,” “Wyatt Earp.” 
And that means, gen- 
tle viewer, that you and 
I will get more Westerns, 
that more people will 
turn off television alto- 
gether, that the level of 
the medium will descend 
to the point where it'll 
be impossible to write 
about it with any coher- 
ence. Of course, of those 
eight, some are Westerns 
only by stretching that 
word to its outermost 
possible limits. Is “Mav- 


erick” a Western? Cer- 
tainly “The Real Mc- 
SENATOR MONRONEY Coys” isn’t. About all 


they have in common is fresh air (and sometimes not even 
that) and gunfire. And, oh yes, a rating. 

Says George Rosen in Variety: “The new Neilsens 
just out are almost shattering in their implications. ABC- 
TV dominates the top 10 listings for the first time in 
history, capturing four places with CBS and NBC dividing 
up the remainder.” Meanwhile, in another part of the 
forest (known as Variety) comes word that Senate hear- 
ings on television ratings and their influence on TV pro- 
gramming will be postponed until February. “The pub- 
lic needs the facts on this numbers game,” said Senator 
Mike Monroney, “because it is affecting drastically what 
the public can see and cannot see on television.” 


I'm glad he added the bit about what the 
public “cannot see.” Enough has been written 
about the fact that ratings determine what we do 
see. More important is the fact that they de- 
termine what we don't. I have nothing against 
Westerns except that I find them all terribly 
much alike. But 30 Westerns on the air means 
that something that I would like to see doesn’t 
get on the air. And that gripes me very much. 


Both Trendex and Neilsen proclaim that the West-

Westerns, I discover in my travels around the country, 
are not so much entertainment as soporifics. They are 
taken in much the same spirit as a tranquilizer.

That is, granting the rat- 
ings are accurate and I am granting no such thing. Tele-

The Air Force envisions four satellites circling the equator, each one acting as a bounce- 


platform to permit world-wide radio and TV

SLOWLY but steadily our 
experiments in space vehicles 
are leading us toward a prac- 
tical method: of sending radio 
and television signals over the 
entire globe. 

Today we must depend on 
radio signals being bounced 
back to earth from the largely 
unpredictable ionosphere, 
which can be disrupted by rad- 
iations from the sun. Tele- 
vision signals, under certain 
conditions, can be reflected 
too, but with little reliability. 

What we need is a reflecting 
surface out in space which will 
do this bouncing with precision 
and dependable regularity. 


Space pioneers at least 10 
years ago pointed out that 
a man-made satellite steadily 
orbiting the earth’ would 
be a good reflecting plat- 
form, and that several of 
them could be used as relay 
stations for a world-wide 
communications network. 


It was Arthur C. Clarke who 
first suggested that the best 
plan would be to establish 
three large satellites circling 
the earth 22,300 miles above 


the equator, each of them 120 
degrees apart. 

Only at this altitude are the 
satellites in the perfect 24-hour 
orbit which keeps them over a 
given spot on the equator at all 
times. He proposed that each 
of them could receive messages 
from earth to be relayed to 
the others and thence back to 
earth again. 

Now Maj. Edward N. Wright 
of the Air Research and De- 
velopment Command has re- 
vealed that the Air Force is 
studying a slightly different 
version of this idea. 

The Air Force envisions four 
satellites circling the equator, 
each one acting as a bounce 
platform over 90-degree seg- 
ments of the earth so that com- 
plete global coverage can be 
achieved. 

Obviously such a system can- 
not be established immediately. 
The difficulties are immense. 

Each of the four satellites 
must be launched with microm- 
eter precision so they arrive 
22,300 miles above the earth 
at exactly the proper time, in 
exactly the proper path with 
the precise speed for the alti- 
tude. Otherwise they will de- 
viate in orbit and spoil the 
whole pattern. 

And the Air Force doesn’t 
want the satellites to be mere 
spheres, since a sperical re- 
flector is inefficient. Instead 
it desires a flat reflecting sur-

American maker calls it Vel-- 
cro, the man-made cocklebur 
of nylon.

But today, it’s spreading 
throughout the clething in- 
dustry and soon will be hoid- 
ing baby’s diaper on. It fast- 
tens men’s trousers, ladies’ 
raincoats, sports jackets, chil- 
dren’s clothes, skirts, belts, 
and has potential use to oat 
together everything from 
brief cases to slip covers. 


Donald C. Webster, vice 
president in charge of the New 
York office for the firm, which 
has headquarters in Manches- 
ter, N. H., said the fastener 
is the brain child of a Swiss 
inventor—Georges de Mestral. 
Mestral, on a hike, started 
wondering why cockelburs cling 
so tenaciously to clothing. 


Seven years ago he made the 
first “bur” but it wasn’t until 
five months ago that the first 
patented closure was available 
in the United States, 


Now, the firm is marketing 
125,000 yards a week, expects 
its sales to double by sum- 
mer, reports that 95 apparel 
manufacturers will use it in 
their spring lines and hopes 
within a few months to have 
it available for the home 
seamstress. 


Here's how the closure works: 
One nylon fabric strip has 
bristles of filament packed 500 
to 600 per square inch, each 
tipped with microscopic hooks. 
The matching strip is covered 
with soft loops of yarn. Press 
them together and they cling. 

Pull apart and they separate 
easily as the spring hooks pro- 
gressively lose their grip. The 
strips range from % inch to 
two inches in width. 

Velcro is washable, can be 
dry cleaned, won’t corrode and 
won't jam. Which also means 
it won't be subject to all those 
anecdotes which for years have 
plagued the zipper.

And it will re- 
quire less costly transmitting 
and receiving apparatus all 
over the earth. 

Space scientists working on 
the problem are watching a 
new development in satellite 
hardware with their fingers 
crossed. It may be that the 
inflatable aluminum shell 
satellite. now under develop- 
ment and test by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admini- 
stration will furnish a tem- 
porary solution to the Air 
Force’s problem. 

If enough of these satellites 
go into orbit it is conceivable 
they will furnish ideal low cost 
passive relays. Put a large 
number of them in the sky 
and — precisely positioned or 
not—there will always be 
something up there to establish 
and maintain communications 
over extensive areas of the 
earth.

Broadway Stars 


PERFORMERS ARE CONSTANTLY BESET by minor 
tortures. The anxiety about securing a role, the tensions 
induced by critics, the fear of being involved in a flop. 
Another occupational nightmare, however, exceeds the hor- 
rifying aspects of the 
foregoing. They are cer- 
tain gremlin-like inci- 
dents... . For example, 
when Helen Hayes orig- 
inally starred in Barrie’s 
“What Every Woman 
Knows,” her leading man 
was Kenneth MacKenna. 
On his first entrance, he 
climbed through a win- 
dow into a darkened 
room. He lit a match and 
applied it to a gas fix- 
ture on stage right. The 
light ignited on stage 
left... . About three dec- 
ades later, MacKenna 
was in the first-night au- 
dience when Miss Hayes 
“SRE ee, starred in a revival of 
EE AES aes the show with Kent 
Smith. 

HELEN HAYES Smith made his en- 
trance, applied his match to the Stage right fixture. The 
light glowed on stage left. 

In time of crisis, Miss Hayes’s alertness is on a par 
with her artistry. When she starred in “Mary of Scotland.” 
one of the supporting players actually fainted on stage. 
There was a sudden panic backstage. The star, however, 
was equal to the moment. With barely a pause—and re- 
maining in character—she ad-libbed: “It is just one of my 
women, m’Lord. She is subject to these spells. Help her 
to my chamber.” 

The play continued with none out front wise that any- 
thing unusual had occurred. 


Another star who demonstrated a jet-fleet 
mind in a similar incident is Ethel] Merman, When 
she played the sharpshooting doll in “Annie Get 
Your Gun,” one episode had the star firing a rifle 
in the air—and a bird was supposed to fall on the 
stage. During one performance, she slanted the 
rifle, pressed the trigger—and nothing happened. 
She tried again and discovered that the trigger was 
jammed. As she lowered the gun—the bird sud- 
denly dropped. 


Miss Merman was unperturbed. She picked up 
the bird and exclaimed: “What do you know? 
Apoplexy!” 


Probably the most frightening experience for’a per- 
former consists of drawing a blank—forgetting your lines 
on stage. The terror it represents was once detailed by 
Edward G. Robinson: “I improvised. I’m sure the prompter 
was giving me lines, but I was too terrified to hear. I 
thought of saying to the audience: ‘Ladies and gentlemen, 
please excuse me for a few moments,’ of having the cur- 
tain rung down. But then I got hold of myself.” 


STAGE-FRIGHTMARE has the darndest conse- 
quences. In addition to heart palpitations and hyperten- 
sion, it has a paralyzing affect on the senses. Gripped by 
the dread malady, some performers cannot think, see, hear 
—or speak. ...In a drama starring Elisabeth Bergner, she 
was Supposed to emit an agonizing scream at the conclu- 
sion of the initial act. Unfortunately, the jitters had tight- 
ened her vocal muscles. When it was time to scream—she 
couldn't. The curtain descended with Miss Bergner striving 
vainly to make some sort of sound. The following day, re- 
viewers unanimously hailed her performance—and were 
especially impressed by her portrayal of “muted agony.” 


Tang-tonguelers are among the more common 
terrors for players. Of course, they are amusing. 
Amusing, that is, to everybody except the victims. 
-. « One of the classics involves Roz Russell, when 
she appeared in a revival of “Holiday” some years 
ago. She played the maverick sister who rebelled 
at her stuffy family. During one episode she was 
supposed to come down the stairs and proclaim: 
“TI know what you’ve been doing. You've been talk- 
ing behind my back.” 

Miss Russell moved downstairs, faced the oth- 
ers and haughtily declared: “I know what you've 
been doing. You’ve been talking about my be- 
hind!” 


A collection of stage nightmares must include Martha 
Raye’s experience. She actually broke an arm on stage. 
And, in a way, it was a lucky break. ... Miss Raye was a 
little-known ballad singer in a Broadway show some time 
ago. One night, Ella Logan was too ill to appear and Mar- 
tha replaced her in a sketch. In the skit, she was required 
to walk downstairs pretending to be drunk. While perform- 
ing the routine that made her a comic overnight — she 
stumbled and tumble all the way down. The audience was 
hysterical with glee. It wasn’t much fun for Martha. In 
the fall she suffered a fractured arm. Ever since, she has 
been fracturing audiences.

Street Where You Put Up or Shut 


‘What Are the Odds?’ Could Serve as Motto 
For Cleveland’s Block - Long ‘Short Vincent’

CLEVELAND, Dec. 29. 
_ THE 700-FOOT ALLEY that 
jogs rakishly behind a group 
of downtown office buildings is 
listed at “Vincent avenue” on 
official city maps of Cleveland. 

But to the fast buck frater- 
nity, that loose federation of 
guys and gals who live by their 
wits and who sometimes spend 
with equal enthusiasm whether 
they're flush or flat, the little 
street is known more affection- 
ately as “Short Vincent.” 

If Short Vincent went in for 
such fancy foofarraws as a coat- 
of-arms, its heraldic symbol 
would undoubtedly include five 
aces rampant on a field of dice 
rolling seven and eleven, and 
the querulous motto: “What 
are the odds?” 

Nearly everybody reads the 
Racing Form in this miniature 
metropolis. On Short Vincent, 
the subject of odds sneaks into 
most discussions of baseball, 
football, hockey, horse racing, 
pugilism, politics, international 
affairs, royal romances and 
even the weather. 

The boys in Frank Ciccia’s 
barber shop sometimes spit the 
cigars out of their mouths 
laughing uproariously at the 
oft-repeated joke about the 
stranger who “chickened out” 
when challenged to lay some 
money on the line to support 
his casual observation that it 
was colder today than yester- 
day. The punch line is that a 
Short Vincent regular snorted 
indignantly: “Then why don’t 
you keep your big trap shut 
about such controversial sub- 
jects?” 


Another Short Vincent 
legend—and there are some 
avowed witnesses who swear 
it has veracity—concerns 
one Hymie Mintz, who de- 
cided to run for public office 
as a half-gag. He was sum- 
moned before a _ Citizens 
League committee to explain 
his qualifications, and asked 
where he stood on the Taft- 
Hartley bill. 


“Why.” Hymile roared, “I 
paid that a long time ago!” 
The lively little street is 


physically crooked, taking a 
crescent-shaped stagger around 
the backs of the buildings that 
front on Euclid avenue, which 
is downtown Cleveland’s main 
shopping center, and Superior 
avenue, home of the sedate 
Federal Reserve Bank and St. 
John’s Cathedral. 


Somehow, the one-block-long 
Vincent avenue manages to 
start at West Sixth street and 
terminate at West Ninth street. 


From Sixth street, it receives 
a constantly critical frown from 
a stone Amazon on the Leader 
building. This was the building 
where Arthur B. (Mickey) Mc- 
Bride, who started his business 
career selling trolley transfers 
he picked up on the sidewalks 
of Chicago, once operated his 
phenomenally profitable but 
now defunct Continental Press. 
This was the racing wire serv- 
ice which the Kefauver Com- 
mittee denounced as the back-

bone of the bookie racket 
throughout the United States. 

The stone maiden witnessed 
the scene some years ago when 
one William Swarts, operator 
of a swank suburban gambling 
joint, bloodied Short Vincent 
by puncturing Harry (Champ) 
Joyce, his estranged bodyguard, 
with bullets. 

After Swarts was convicted 
of manslaughter, some masked 
robbers brandishing machine 


guns held up the luxurious 
Mounds Club, which he had 
managed, and escaped with 
loot variously estimated § at 


$20,000 to $250,000. ' 

Underworid gossip avers 
that the caper was cooked up 
in one of the numerous whis- 
pering sessions constantly in 
progress in the booths of Short 
Vincent's dense population of 
bars, whose neon lights make 
the alley brighter after dark 
than during a cloudy after- 
noon. 

The raiders correctly sur- 
mised that there would be a 
slight delay in reporting the 
stickup to the authorities to 
permit some prominent pa- 
trons of the gambling joint an 
adequate opportunity to depart 
from the embarrassing possi- 
bility of police interrogation. 
This time lag provided suffi- 
cient hours for the gunmen to 
dodge similar discomfiture. 

Incidentally, when Swarts 
mowed down Joyce, both had 
just emerged from the back 
door of the Hollenden hotel, 
once considered one of the 
most magnificent edifices in 
the Great Lakes region. When 
the Hollenden opened in 1885, 
it was the first hotel anywhere 
to be illuminated entirely by 
newfangled electric lights. 

Through the years, such per- 
sonages as Woodrow Wilson, 
Lillian Russell, Enrico Caruso, 
Mrs. Leslie Carter, Queen 
Marie of Romania and Babe 
Ruth strolled through the back 
door to amble onto the colorful 
street. 

Presidents, cabinet members 
and famous philosophers have 
set foot on Short Vincent, 
usually on therr way to make 
speeches to the sedate City 
Club. 

The City Club, which boasts 
a half-century of providing an 
open forum for all points of 
view on politics and other sub- 
jects, is an island of ultra- 
respectability in the alley’s sea 
of tinsel. 

The club rents its quarters 
from a landlord named Norman 
Khoury, better known for the 
bar that bears his name. 
Khoury, whose Nevada gam- 
bling permits were cancelled 
in a dispute over non-payment 
of $47,000 in winnings to lucky 
patrons, once operated a chain

of 24 Cleveland night spots. 

Khoury holds the distinction 
of being the Clevelander with 
the longest record of legal 
skirmishes with liquor control 
authorities over charges rang- 
ing from employment of minors 
to use of B-girls to stimulate 
bar business. 


Short Vincent is a world 
where some barmaids wear 
mink coats and drive Cadillacs. 
The entire street is bedecked 
with “No Parking at Any 
Time” signs, but it’s usually 
impossible to find any parking 
spot on the south curb of the 
little thoroughfare. By com- 
mon consent, the north curb of 
the one-way street seems to 
be reserved for police cars. 

Except during the sporadic 
intervals when a “drive” is on, 
some of the alley’s night clubs 
feature scantily clad dancing 
girls who alternate between 
performing and sipping drinks 
with customers. Some students 
of the Short Vincent scene re-

Short Vincent is also a hap- 
py hangout for sports writers, 
men - about - town, traveling 
salesmen, and some_ gentle 
Runyonesque characters who 
wouldn't hurt aie fly, but 
wouldn't hesitate to take the 
fly's last dime on a bet about 
how many blue Chevrolets will 
pass in the next three minutes.

NEW YORK, Dec. 29. 

IN ALL THE NEWS just before Christmas, the one 
event of worldwide significance, as far as I could discover, 
was that the United States had sent up another missile- 
satellite. And at Christmas | somehow wished we had not 
been successful, because I do not think this feat added to 
the spirit of “good will among men.” 


I tried to imagine, by contrast, what would be 
an ideal arrangement, if such could be arrived at 
for the Christmas period, I think if we could reach 
an understanding on disarmament, with safeguards 
that made us all feel comparatively secure, and if 
no nation could have more than its own police 
force, plus the quota it was required by the U.N. 
to supply in case of need to an international army 
for enforcement of an international decision, then 
I would feel we had made one of the greatest 
strides forward for the peace of the world. I feel 
it would be the best Christmas present anyone 
could receive, and my prayer for the coming year 
is going to be that this will be the gift our nego- 
tiators—wherever and whoever they are—will try 
to give humanity in the course of the next year. I 
realize that this may have to come in slow stages, 
but I would be most grateful to see the first step 
taken, 


: On Tuesday night I went to a family Christmas party 
which has been an annual tradition for many years. And 
the man at the head of the table gave a toast which I wish 
we could repeat at everyone of our tables between now and 
the New Year, so that it would become not only a toast but 
a fervent wish for the New Year. The gist of it was: When- 
ever we are permitted as a family to gather round a festive 
‘board, we are grateful, first, for being together in love and 
understanding; also we are grateful that We live in a coun- 
try where we can have the kind of table that is spread be- 
‘fore us, and we pledge ourselves to bear in mind our grati- 
tude and our desire, in everything we do, to further the op- 
portunity for all the other peoples of the world to join us 
in similar plenty and material security, as well as in our 
kpiritual joys and aspirations. 

That we can have such abundance and so much more 
freedom and justice than is available to many people in 
the world is something to call from us a greatness and a 
nobility of purpose in which our whole people must share. 


My own Christmas at Hyde Park was certainly 

; ‘a gathering of the clans. Perhaps the nicest part, 

for me, was hearing the voices of some of my chil- 

dren and grandchildren as I finally did get them 

on the telephone. Being able to tell them how 

much I prize their gifts, and at the same time 

hearing something of their own pleasure, was a 

joy. Where there were small children, pande- 

monium usually reigned at the other end of the 
telephone. 


Christmas is most genuinely enjoyed by the older mem- 
bers of the family when they watch the youngsters and 
find them healthy, happy and growing satisfactorily to- 
ward the kind of maturity we all wish for our next gen- 
eration.

Facts About Snowflakes’ ° 


By Ramon Coffman 


SNOWFLAKES are ice crys- 
tals, but they differ from or- 
dinary ice in several ways. 
They are light and fluffy, to a 
large degree. Even when they 
are small and come down fast, 
they are of light weight when 
compared to solid ice. 

Q. How many Inches of snow 
does it take to equal one inch 
of water? 


A. The answer to that ques- 
tion differs according to the 
kind of snow, and the degree 
to which it is “packed.” 

New-fallen snow, on the av- 
erage, is equal to one inch 
of water when it is 10 inches 
deep. In some cases the snow 
must be 12 inches deep before 
it-will make an inch of water. 
When there is dense packing 
of the snow, a few inches of it 
will equal an inch of water. 

Q. Do snowflakes always 
have six points? 

A. Not always, but usually. 
Snowflakes of triangular shape 
(with three points) sometimes 
form high in the sky. Most 
flakes which have been photo- 


} graphed under microscopes 


have been found to have six 
points. 


A new wonderland has been 
brought into view by the mi- 
croscope. Instead of being all 
alike, the flakes have so many 
forms that they suggest the 
views a person sees when he 
looks at bits of colored glass in 
a kaleidoscope. 

Q. Does snow ever have any 
color other than white? 

A. All, or almost all, of the 
snow we are likely to see is 
white. Colored snow has fallen, 
however, in various places. 

Red snow, green snow and 
blue snow have fallen in some 
places, also black snow. The 
black snow is darkened by soot 
which is taken from the air 
by the snow. 

Clouds of red dust rise from 
the Sahara desert, and at 
times they drift to one part 
of Europe or another. That 
explains some falls of red 
snow. In other cases it is known 
that red snow is caused by bil- 
lions of tiny red organisms.
